A whan ooaffvesR assembles there will 
considerable saltation of a proposi­ 
tion for this government to abandon its 
participation In the Paris exposition. 
It is known that expressions hostile to 
the exposition quoted from Senator 
Stewart are very widely sympathized 
in and It is thought that if the eonvio- 
tion of Dreyfus is permitted to stand 
fhsre will be very little friendly feeling 
for Frauoe among members of either the 
house or senate. 
Such a move, however, would be a 
grave one. It is pointed out that to 
Withdraw from participation In the ex­ 
position would be regarded as an official 
insult to France. No farther legisla­ 
tion on the part of congress is needed to 
carry oof the plan» of this country for 
the exposition. About $1,800,000 has 
been appropriated for the expenses of the 
0oinmi**«lon and the government exhibit; 
the c mmission h*s been appointed and 
the space desired for exhibits from this 
country has been secured. 
There are now only two ways in which 
congress couki interfere, one would be 
to revoke such part of the appropriation 
as has not been already expanded in the 
expenses of the commission and the 
other would be to pass a resolution de­ 
daring that cm account of the unsettled 
conditions the valuable government ex­ 
hibits should not be sent to Paris. To 
do either of these things would be suf­ 
ficient, it Is believed, to break off all 
friendly relations between the 
two 
countries. 
Congress and the state department 
may k* k at the matter from different 
point« of view. The president and the 
state department having responsibility 
for maintaining oar relations with 
foreign governments, cannot be ex 
peeled to find in this affair a reason for 
Involving the country in an interna­ 
tional complication, and it is likely that 
the executive branch of the government 
will use what influenco it can to prevent 
hasty action. 
Unless congress expressly forbids it, 
this government will proceed with the 
preparations for the exhibition and will 
send fo Paris such government exhibits 
o« are decided upon, but this will be 
done with a realisation of the probabil­ 
ity that much of the space secured with 
sfich difficulty for private American ex- 
hi bits will be left vacant 
Little doubt 
is felt that the lattitnde allowed the pri­ 
vate citiseu will be qmte oxteativoly 
•railed of to withdraw from participa­ 
tion in the exposition.

R rUn, Sept 12.—The private agita­ 
tion against the exposition is beginning 
to find vigorous expression*. The Yos- 
sisehe Zeitung said last evening that a 
number of the largest German firms 
have pledged themselves to withdraw. 
The Berliner Tageblatt says the Ber­ 
lin ooun oil at its nsxt session will con­ 
sider a special motion to withdraw the 
Berlin municipal exhibit 
On the other hand it Is learned on 
highest authority that the German gov­ 
ernment consider* the Dreyfus case 
now, under all the conditions, done 
with and does not intend to relinquish 
official representation at the exhibition. 
The official responsible for this assnr- 
•ncc adds that It should be borne in 
mind that, despite the Dreyfus oase, the 
official relations between the two gov­ 
ernments had steadily improved during 
recent years. 


Courtmartiai Dossier. 
Paris, Sept. 18.—The dossier of the 
Rennes courtmartiai proceeding* has 
arrived here for submission to the mili­ 
tary court of revision, consisting of 
General MaroiUo, Colonel Coarbobousse, 
Lieutenant Colonel Lagrene, Major 
Copp and Major Allard.

Rome, Sept. 12 —Colonel Paniiiiardl, 
referring to the verdict at Rennes, said; 

Spon­ 
taneous demonstrations in favor of Cap­ 
tain Dreyfus have occurred in many 
parts of Italy. In Florence & crowd, 
shooting "Down with the Jesuits," 
threatened the French consulate. The 
polioe interfered and a fight ensued in 
which many persona were hurt.
